DETAILED ACTION 

Amendment submitted April 21 , 2009 has been considered by examiner. Claims 
1,4, 7-10, 12, 14, 16, 18 and 20-21 are pending. 

ALLOWANCE 

Claims 1,4, 7-10, 12, 14, 16, 18 and 20-21 are allowed over the prior art 
made of record. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 16 and 18 recite "A method implemented at least in part by a 
computing device..." The "computing device" was interpreted as a hardware 
computer as illustrated in Figure 1 of the instant specification in the Non Final 
Action dated January 21 , 2009. The Applicant raised no objection regarding the 
method being implemented in a hardware computing device. 

The cited prior art of record, Wall et al (US Patent Application Publication 
2002/0087557), Matula et al (US Patent Application 2002/0165995), and Coad et 
al (US Patent 6,851 ,105) does not disclose, teach or suggest the claimed 
invention (in combination with all other features in the claims) with respect to 
Independent Claims 1 and 16: 

"access the model element class and return the attribute value stored in 
the private member field of the model element class directly upon request; 
providing an entry point for other sub-classed get field value method representing 
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a plurality of types so that general purpose client code can access the field 
values irrespective of the type of the first sub-class get field value; wherein the 
storage of the attribute value is separate from handling of the attribute value." 

And with respect to Independent Claims 9 and 18: 

"access the model element class and return the attribute value stored in 
the private member field of the model element class directly upon request; 
providing an entry point for other sub-classed set field value method representing 
a plurality of types so that general purpose client code can access the field 
values irrespective of the type of the first sub-class get field value; wherein the 
storage of the attribute value is separate from handling of the attribute value."
